NOTE- 


We are not in the sense of the word a commercial glad grower, we grow 
these bulbs for but one purpose and that is to find a control of the various diseases 
on gladiolus. We are not interested in Grand Champion winners or how many blue 
ribbons they win; our interest lies in the kind of a bulb it produces and will the 
variety still be sold 6 or 7 years from now, or will it be on the market for only a 
short time and then be forgotten. If we were a commercial grower we would 
list most of the varieties other catalogers do, but as we are only interested in 
this particular work we list only those grown by us, as these are our guinea pigs. 
We know the varieties from years of work with them and we know their ups 
and their downs. You would perhaps be surprised to know what varieties we 
use as a measuring stick for health when we try new varieties to compare with 
them. We have one variety in particular we still list and we can tell you truth- 
fully many of you old timers would hardly believe it could be grown as it does 


if you saw it on our field. 


We are offering our fine stock of bulbs to all interested, to enable us to 
continue with our work. We are not claiming them to be disease free, we say 
they are disease controlled. We know from many years of experience what can 
happen to what appears to be a perfectly healthy bulb, and it has kept us wonder- 
ing for all these years. Many is the time we asked; Why? How? What is wrong? 
What happened to this particular bulb? Until now, we believe we have finally 
discovered the source of the greatest killer of the gladiolus bulb. This particular 
disease has been giving us a great fight for many a year, but we believe it can 
be controlled. If our findings are correct, we can tell you no spray or dip in the 
world can help it. It is a very little item all glad growers have overlooked all these 
years. It is as small an item as showing thrip to a stranger and he says, “Such a 
little thing can do all that damage?” So is it with this; and we're sure it would be 
pretty hard to convince the people that it is the killer of the bulbs. We need about 
4 or 5 years more to definitely find out if our discovery proves to be true, and if 
so we can tell you the cost of the control of this disease would cost you nothing 


for dips or sprays, yet you may ask “how can it be controlled?” 


Our bulbs have been State Inspected and for as many years as we have 


had them inspected, we have always had the rating as one of the healthiest fields 


in Wisconsin. Now folks, if you purchase any of our bulbs and as we know what 
this killer can do, and it is very hard to detect whether he lurks inside the bulb, 
(If we had the x-ray eyes of Superman we could see, but we are only human and 
can only inspect the outside of the bulb and from all appearance they are 100% 
okay) if by chance you should get a 4-F amongst them, we will be glad to replace 
it or refund your money if bulb is returned to us. 


DIPPING SUGGESTION- 


You may have wondered why we have not suggested any dipping or spray- 
ing solutions. We believe most glad fans receive enough catalogs to give them 
that information. As to our formula we do not use any on the market, but our 
own which is used in our work in different strengths on different varieties and 
with different lengths of time, so it would be impossible to give to the public. 
However after examining your bulbs and you still think a dip necessary we 
suggest the Lysol dip. If this disease should be in the bulb no dip will get 
within a mile of it. I suggest you do not use any of the newer dips on the market 
on these bulbs, as instructions must be followed to the letter or you will ruin 
your bulbs as so many have, through carelessness. 


We have a specially constructed storage shed which we have built for our 
experiments and many visitors who have inspected the bulbs in storage ask and 
say. “How can they have any disease, they look good enough to eat.” 


We hope you enjoy growing glads as much as we do and wish all a very 
successful year. Perhaps we may be able to enlighten you further on our work 
next year. 
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
